Any supposed shortcomings in the 
Government's proposals could be explored 
at the comference at Inverness on Septem- 
ber 20th. 

The correspondence has lasted long 
enough, and His Majesty’s Government 
now asks for a definite reply. 

Whether Sinn Fein will accept the Pre- 
mier’s invitation or reject it is ndt known, 
but it is thought that the reply may be a 
conditional acceptance and that it will be 
sent before the end of this week.

DEFINING THE TERMS. 


The following copy of tho text of the 
' Cabinet'a reply to Mr. de Valera’s letter to 
Mr. Lloyd George, of August 30th, 1921, was

Town Hall, Inverness, 


September 7, 1921. 

Str,—His Majesty’s Governmént have com 
sidered your letter of August 30th, and have 
to make the following observations upon it. 

The principle of government by consent of the 
governed is the foundation of' British con- 
stitutional development, but we cannot accept 
us a basis of practical conference an interpre- 
tation of that principle which*would commit us 
to any demands which you might present—even 
to the extent of setting up a republic, ‘and 
repudiating the Crown. You must be aware 
that conference on such a basis is impossible. 
Bo applied, the principle of government by 
consent of the governed would undermine the 
fabric of every democratic State, and drive 
tho civilised world back into tribalism. 

On the other hand, we have invited you 
to--diacnss our proposals on their merits, in 
er that you may have no doubt as to the 

pe and sincerity of our intentions. It would 
be open to you in euch & conference to raise 
the subject of guarantees on any points in 
which you may consider Irish freedom -pre- 
judiced by these proposals. 

POSITION STATED. 

His Majesty's Government are loth to believe 
that you will insist upon rejecting their pro- 
posals without examining them jn conference. 
To decline to discuss a settlement which would 
bestow upon the Irish people tho fullest freedom 
of national development within the Empire can 
only mean that you repudiate all! allegiance to 
the Crown, and all membership of the British 
Commonwealth. If we were to draw this in- 
ference from your letter, then further discussion 
between us could serve no useful purpose, and 
all conference would be vain. If, however, we 
are istaken in this inference, as we still hope, 
and . your real objection to our proposals is 
that they affer Ireland less than the liberty 
which we bave described, that objection can 
be explored at a conference. 

You will agree that this-correspondence has 
lasted long enough. His Majesty's Government 
must, therefore, ask for a definite reply as 
to whethes you are prepared to enter a 
conference to ascertain how the association of 
Ireland with the community of nations known 
as the British Empire can best be reconciled 
with Irish national aspirations. If, as we hope, 
your answer is in the affirmatfve, I suggest that

John J. Dowling has found a new field of 
usefulness for the electric valve, and, in view of 
his demonstrations yesterday in Section A, it 
would seem that, in the domain of physical 
measurements, the thermionic valve promises to 
create as great a revolution and aa wide an 
extension as it has brought about in wireless

The new device is comparatively simple. Al- 
though to the layman its operation is shrouded 
in mystery, those who are versed in the 
ries of wireless telegraphy will find that 
its principles are merely extensions of familiar 
ideas. Fundamentally, the “ ultra-micrometer ” 
is a device for measuring displacements or 
changes in length of extraordinarily minute de- 
gree. For example, a movement of one- 
thousandth part of one-millionth of an inch is 
readily observable by its aid. However, there 
are countless measurements—of angles, strains, 
expansions, weights, pressures, electrical quanti- 

effects, plant growth, to mention 
a few—all of which can be reduced to the 
measurement of a length. In every one of 
these the new device permits a refinement of 
the measurement, and in many cases enables 
measurements to be made which hitherto were

‘The official report of the Belfast Linen Trade 
for ny pod ending September 7 states that 
as regards flax the Irish markets are still very 
poorly supplied.- Any small lote of new flax 
offered were quickly bought up at firmer prices. 
There was no change in the value of old flax. 
On the Continent the rerorts of the new crop 
are fairly good, but supplies of all classes are 
still small. According to reports, there will 
be very little dewretted flax this year owing 
to the exceptionally dry summer, and for the 
sume reason supplies of blue fax will be emall, 
as there was not sufficient water for retiing 
the straw. 

Stocks of yarns im spinners’ hands are being 
gradually reduced. Prices are without change, 
but holders of tow yarns are asking more 
money. . As compared with last week, there is 
no change in the volume of orders being placed 
with weavers. Business’ is still spotty, and it 
is hoped that, not only as at present in special 
lines, but all branches of the trade will shortly 
feel the effect of improved demand. 

Merchants report no change since last week. 
Housekeeping lines are in fair demand, and in 
some stock numbers of buyers are anxious for 
delivery before the new tariff rates become 
eifective. 

Several important orders have been placed 
recently for dress linens for the United States 
of ‘America, coloured goods especially being in 
sirong demand up till end of season. Deliveries 
are wanted quickly, in view of the advanced 
tariff which is 6 to come into effect 
before the end of the year.
